We can only 
trust in God, Who hitherao has.al- 
ways giver us the victory.” 

Thé Austrians were admonished 
that their, cause was just and “God 
was for them.” 

The Servians marched through the 
streets singing hymns and national 
anthems. Each one was given an 
icon of the Virgin as a talisman. 

The Czar said to his subjects: 

“Unite for the glory of God, your 
country ahd your emperor.” 

And Sunday, ih--San Francisco, 
those congregations,, members of 
which aré natives or France, Servia, 
Germany, Rus#ia and the other na- 
tions which haye been plunged into 
the war, prayed that. God be with 
their respective armies’ and give 
them strength to speed ‘to victory.

It has been rashly said that the 
German Emperor has it in his power 
to preserve the peace of Europe. It 
would be more true to say that he 
might have done so before ‘the Aus- 
trian army crossed the Servian fron- 
tier. It is easy to talk of localizing 
the Austfo-Sérvian campaign. But 
Russia; with all her pledges to the 
Slav races; can not permit Austrian 
aggtandizement at their expense, 
however the campaign may develop. 

Norman Angell was right when he 
pointed, out the utter unreason .of 
war. The victor is as hard hit as the 
vanquished. ‘ But war is made by un- 
reasonable’ people, and, indeed, 
largely at the behest of the mob that 
can not reago n. This is the menace 
of the marth situation. It is the 
great struggle between feudal mili- 
tarism on the one side and industrial 
progress on the other.

C. W. MeMerrick is in Vallejo in 


the interests of the establishment of 
a@ bank to be owned and controlled 
exclusively by union labor. It.is in-, 
tended to initially start’ the ‘bank in 
San Francisco under the name, of the 
Union Labor National bank ‘and ex- 
tend it into other towns in the form 
of other banks and branches, as the 
business warrants.

with the largest banks in the state. 
The possibilities of the enterprise’ are 
manifold, for if the plants of the pro- 
moters are realized it will mean that 
the unions and individual members 
will become patrons of the Union 
Labor bank to the exclusion of all 
others. The Coast Seamen’s “Union 
of San Francisco alone carries , de- 
posits of exceeding. $150, 000 ‘and 
when the Union bank become a real- 
ity, this wealthy: organization’ : and 
many similar ones in the metropolis, 
as well as the locals in all surround- 
ing towns, will naturally become its 
patrons.

In and around Liege the situation 
was unchanged. The Germans held 
the town itself, but the forts still 

were fighting strongly. The German 
main army. .in, the north is reported 
entrenching itself on the Ourthe, 
while two Jarge divisions 6 ‘¢dvairy 
had gat Tongres, north of Lisge. It 
was exfected that a general advance 
was in preparation and a battle im- 
minent, in which the Germans would 
be confronted by the allied Belgians, 
French and British. 

The French at Muelhausen, ana. 
met with opposition after their oc- 
cupation of that city. A superior 
force of Germans caused them to 
leave the place and take position out- 
side, where an action was fought, de- 
tails of which have not been made 
public. 

French reports are indefinite, but 
give the impression of a French suc- 
cess. 

Many spies were arrested today in 
Belgium and a secret wireless ap- 
paratus was discovered in a German 
store in Brussels. 

Fighting evidently has occurred of 
the Russo-German frontier, as six 
carloads of German prisoners were 
reported to have passed through 
Vilna on their way to the Russian 
interior today. 

Russians have concentrated a con- 
siderable army in Finland, thus dis- 
posing of German reports of the 
landing of a German army corps 
there. 

Bulgaria apparently is mobilizing 
all her forces, as she announces, to 
prevent violations of her neutrality. 

A state of war has been _ pro- 


claimed in the southeri provinces of 
Holland. 
Russian funds seized in Berlin by 
Germany amounted to $25,000,000. 
The Gérman cruisers Goeben and 
Breslau still are at arge in the Med- 
iterranean, according to reports. 
Germans are said, in Begian officias 
reports to have lost 20600 killed, 
20,000 wounded and 9700 prdisoners 
in the recent fighting in Belgium. 
England is said by the , London 
Times to have between 500,000 and 
600,000 men under arms without the 
reserves. : : 
Aviators aré at work constantly 
on the frontiers of France and Ger- 
many, endeavoring to observe the 
concentration of the respective ar- 
mies.
